Many of these pianoforte manufacto- 
ries in New York, BoBton, Albany, Philadelpliia and Baltimore, 
employ each from one to four hundred mechanics. In euch of 
the principal mclodeon manufactories from one to three hundred 
men are employed. A large number of vrorlxinen are constantly 
engaged making brass and other musical instruments. The build- 
ing of organs is a great business ; anr] music publisliin;;'- in- 
volves an immense capital. Of such magnitude and importance 
had t his last branch become that, in 1856, the parties engaged *

BOARD OF MUSIC I'RABE. 

This Board grew out of a peculiar necessity of the trade- 
that of haying a uniform plan of domg the details of the busi- 
ness. 

The amount of detail in the publication and selhng of music 
is probably greater than that of any other trade of equal amount: 
and as there is an apparent necessity that each publisher shnuld 
be able to sappiy the works of every other pubhsher, and as 
the number of pieces published is so great and tlie separate val- 
ue of each piece so small, a uniformity in the plan of doing the 
business, the manner of marking prices, discounts to the trade 
and profession, etc., is of decided advantage. This necessity was 
long felt, and various plans were proposed befpro the present 
one Wiis adopted. 

There is probably no instance in the annals of trade vrhere 
the honesty and integrity of purpose of so many who are neces- 
sarily competitors, and who are so far removed from each oiher, 
have so well stood the test of time and circumstance. It is not 
only a matter of honor and dignity of character, but one of pe- 
eomary interest for every member to be &ith£ul himself and t» 
see that others are so.

The bane of the trade is the accumulation of stock on the 
shelves, and in order to correct this the rates of discount, which 
in o^er trades might appear largo, are paymg rates only under 
dose and careful management. 

Th6 necesaitieB in the TJiiited States for tiiis imifonn system 
'bavelbeen greater ttian in Europe, becaw there all the popular 
works were copyrighted, whidh right of itself destroyed com- 
petition ; whereas most of the American publicatioiks, until 
within a very ^w years^ weio reprints of J^opean ones and 
open fi)r publioalion, thus redndng the business by a ruinous 
competition, and esdudmg fix>m publication the woiks of Amer* 
lean authors. 

Mr. GecHTge F. Beed, of Bostcm, was the fifsl iHresident He 
was succeeded by Mr. Oliver Ditson^ who filled the chair with 
great nbilify for two years. He was iatnm succeeded by Mr. 

Willig, the nesior of the trade, who also served two years to 
the fiUest satisfaction of all. At the last mooting lield in Au* 
gust, 1860, Mr. James F. Hall, of the firm of Wm. Hall & Son, 
New York, was elected president 

Any music publisher may bo elected a member by a two- 
thirds vote of the Board, provided lie is the owner of at least 
om thomand engraved plates not published by any other member 
<^ ^e Board, but is required to pay an initiation fee of $25, and 
sign the articles of association. 

The prosperity of the shcet-muaic publishing business in the 
TTnitod States of the houses constituting the Board of Music 
Trade alone, may be jiidf^ed from its having nearly doubled it- 
self every year durin.-^ the last five years. 

The fifth annual meeting of the Board was held in JTew York 
in August, I860, and the sixth will be held in Boston in Augnat^ 
1861. 

The annual meetings ai-e made occasions of great festivities; 
some pleasant tour being usually planned after the adjournment 
of each meeting. The members are generally accompanied by 
their ladies ; and a more soeial and happier gathering than the 
Board of Music Trade is not to be found.

THE ORGAN 

Was built in 1846, by Ilenry l^rben of tliis city, at a co«?t of 
about $10,000, from a specitication prepared by Dr. Hodges, 
organist of the ciiurch at that time. The organ has 43 stops. 
The diapafions are on a very large scale, giving a IG ft. tone on 
each manual. The pedals, contain two stops — IG and 32 feet. 
There are 8 reed stope, including a 16 feet trumpet, and 16 feet 
serpent. The swell organ is one of extraordinary power, and 
is enclosed in a triple swell box. The choir organ is separate 
from the main instrument, and m seen in front of the organ gal- 
lery — the action works passing under the organist's feet. The 
organ presents a majestic front, its highest point being 60 feet 
above the pavement of the church, 

TBB GBOtB. 

Until withiu two years the singers occupied the usual place— 
the organ loft. On J)aster Sunday, 1859, the choir occupied the 
diancel — a distance of 160 feet from the organ. This is consid- 
ered a move in the right direction, and is no innoTotioa but 
strictly in accordance with ancient usage. 7hiB ishange 
brought about through the Instramentality of Kc^ Outiier, the 
proflont organist, wi& the aanctioii ^ ihe clergy. 

The aeirice hm is what is tdrmed '^Cathedral" or '*Chonil 
Semcd," that ie, the clergy iiUtme the prayers, and the Amen» 
and all other responsea are by the dioir and the people in Mi har- 
mmj. This 18 the only ohuieh in thia country where the Eng- 
Hah eathedral aervioe is presented in ita integrity, although an 
approximation to it ia attempted ftt tiie Church of the Holy Oom- 
mimion (Dr. Midilenberg^), Sixth ay. e W. 20th at, and at the 
Gburfili cf the Advent^ Bocrtooir 

The diolr is eompoaed of male Toioee exoliifliv$ly. The parti 
118118% aung" by HEonaleB are h^re suatained bj^ boya. Hieae 
boys are moat carefully selected, with reference to musical op* 
titude and lefoement of character, and belong ta the higher 
walka of life. Their mnaical training ia of the most tfaorou^ 
deacription^ Daily they are practised at the chorister's music 
room in the most intricate vocal cxercisea, 88 well as in the 
daasioal worka aS Handel and the cathedral composera; any 
tiling, however, wliich resemblea in style the modem ItaUnu is 
carelulfy avoided. These boys are trconed to read the most didi*. 
colt xaaaio al aig^t^ even befere tfa^ attain liie age of thirteen. 
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Their voices are, witb liko exooptibii of tihe altos, purely so^ 
so, reaching to G in ott vtthout difficulty, tenor and bus 
partB are Bting as usiial \ify men. The tiM olioir condata of 16 
bojB and 6 men-*-divided into two distinct choirs called Jkomd 
and Ocmloriaf making' what ia called an '^iaitiphonal Choir.'' 
The whole under the direction of Mr. Henry Stephen Cutler, the 
organist of the church. Dr» Hodges, Mr. Cutler's predeoesaWi 
has retired from dnueh duties on account bodily infinni1ae% 
and resldea at Garrison's on tiie Kprtii JEthrer. 

The usagea of this church are peculiarly English^ the emploj* 
ment of hoy-smgers hemg new hi this country. Female singeis 
are never heard in the Einglish cathedralii The English choria< 
ter boya always wear the suzpUce^ the sanyd 9b tlie ^ergy^ This 
is the case at Trinity. 

Chour boya* salaries at Trinity range from $50 to $200 per 
annum. 

As an instance of the results of the thorough muirical tram> 
faig <^ the Trinity chorister boys^ the caae of young Hobjoim 
may be mentioned. This young man entered Trinity <dMNr at 
the age of 14, and so rapid was his progr(^B that at the age of 
16 he sung on various occasions the mosTdilGicnit of Handel's 
wAoB at a distance of 160 feet from the accompanying instm* 
ment. At 17 years of age he. was deemed by the organist ca- 
pable of playing the entire service of Trinity, and this difi&cult 
task he has repeatedly performed. His voice having changedf 
he now has diwge of a choir and-.playa the ot^gsn. 

THE BSLLS. 

Trinity Church has a full set of bells — ^nine in number— rang* 
ing from D to D, with F sharp, C natural, and G sharp, and can 
be played on in two keys. They are firranged different, how-* 
ever, to the English bells, and can be played by one person. 

There are nine handles, with nine levers run over pnliejB^ ao 
that the clappers are brought to the side of the belia. 

On festive occasions (Christmas, New Year's, and Fourth of 
July), for several years past, Mr. James E. AylifTe, the regularly 
appointed ringer, plays several airs, some of which are rather 
diflieult of execution, such as '*Auld Lang Syne," ''Blue Bells 
of Scotland," " Brindisi, from Lucretia Borgia, " "Airs from the 
Child of the Regiment," "God save the Queen," ' Hail Colum* 
bia," &c. The ringing the changes on eight bells is considered 
a great achievement, but is always Buocesafully done on thoM 
occasions by Mr. Ayiifle. 

On GhriatDWi aod I860, apwEt of tfa» public aorvioe at 

» 
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Trinity Church, was the singing of a hymn by the choir and 
cliildren of the Sunday School, accompanied by the organ, in 
which the chimes were appropriately and happily introduced. 
After each stanza had been sung, the bells repeated the music 
of the two last lines — the distant echoes of which were exceed- 
ingly impressive. 

Some of the bells in Trinity Church were made in England, 
in 1790. Nine are now considered a full set. Ancient peals 
did not, however, exceed five in number. In 1430 a sixth bell 
was added to the peal of five in one of the English churches, 
and was accounted "the best ring of bells for harmony and 
sweetness in Britain." Upon all festive occasions in England 
the church bells are chimed. 

Trinity Chapel, in W. 25th street, has a chime of bells, three 
in number — A, C sharp, and E. 

Christ Church, Boston, has a chime of eight bells, presented 
to that church **by a number of persons" in 1744. One of them 
has the motto, We are the first ring of bells cast for the British 
Empire in North America." Another i?, "Since generosity has 
opened our mouths, our tongues shall ring aloud its praise." •

MUSIC SOCIETIES. 

AMERICAN MUSICAL FUND SOCIETY, NEW YORK. 

This is strictly a beneficial society, composed of musicians 
who play or teach some instrument as a principal means of a 
livelihood. To become a member an admission fee is required, 
varying according to the ratio of age, viz. : from 21 to 35 years 
$10, above 35 years $1 extra for each year — none being ad- 
mitted, however, who are more than 50 years of age. Every 
member is also required to pay $8 each year, quarterly in ad- 
vance. In case of sickness the sum of $5 per week is appro- 
priated to the sick member — " not as a charity but as a right." 
Any member having regularly contributed to the funds of the 
Society for fifteen consecutive years, on his becoming incapaci- 
tated by age, accident, or infirmity, to follow his profession, is 
entitled to receive an annuity for life, the amount to be fixed ac- 
cording to the exigences of the case — not to exceed, however, 
$250 per annum. Upon the death of a quahfied member an 
appropriation of $50 is made for the purpose of defraying the 
foneral expenses. Whenever a member of five years' standing 
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diee nod leavea a widcnr, or iridow and tMdxen, the Bond of 
Directors grant such . weeUy aHIowiuica as the ikota maj war* 
fant-^^not ezoeeding, iiowera^ $2 per week for the widow, and 
$1 for eaeh child under 12 years of age. The Board of DSrect- 
m also assume the giiardiansWp of all orphan ohildreii oC da» 
ceased members, superintending their education, and, when 
aufficientfy old, secoring for them snitafale ptoces in which thej 
can earn '^eir own subsistence at some respectable trade or pro- 
fession. A laudable, a noble institution, indeed t one whioh 
Wery true musician should appreciate and foster. 

Origin of tite A. M. F, iSL«-^he important advantagen of 
forming a sodety for the purpose of creating a fund for ihe 
benefit of the profession, who were just as hi^le to sieknev 
and misfortune as otlier people, were warmly and frequeidly 
discussed by the public journals of the day^ prior to the ao* 
tumn of 1848. In October of that year a meeting of the Ger- 
man musicians was called together by Mr. D. Schaad, at Ite 
suggestion of Mr. Geo. Schneider. Several meetings took place 
at No. 26 Delanoey street, at which a constitution was framed 
A public call was then made for all musicians to meet at the 
Apollo saloon in Broadway, on Saturday, December 23d, 1848. 
This call brought together musicians of all countries — Germans, 
English, Americjans, French, and Italians. Mr. Anthony Reiff 
was called to the chair, and Mr. D. Schaad acted as secretary. 
At the preliminary meetings it had been designed to make the 
Society cxchisivoly Gorman, but at this meeting the resolution 
"That the language of tlie Society should be German," was lost 
by an overwhelming majority, although of those present {wo-tfiirds 
were Geimians, It was, however, determined that tlie constitu- 
tion which the Society might adopt, should be printed in both 
the English and German languages. 

On February 16th, 1849, the constitution, nearly in its pres- 
ent form, having been revised by a competent committee, was 
adopted. This committee consisted of Henry C. Watson, Hen- 
ry C. Timm, D. G. Etienne, M. Rapetd, Thos. Dodworth, and 
Anthony Keiif. At this meeting the first officers of the Soeiely' 
were elected by ballot, viz. : 

President, Henry A, Coit. First Vice President, George Tx>- 
der; second Vice President, Anthony Reiff. Trustees — Ogdeu 
Haggerty, John H. Austen, and Julius Metz. Directors— Hen 
ry C. Timm, John A. Kyle, D. G. Etienne, Daniel Walker, Geo 
DeLuce, Philip Ernst, Alfred Boucher, Charles Jacoby, If. B. 
Dodworth, George Schneider, A. B&gioli, and J. WindmuUeL 
Treasurer — Wm. Scharfenberg. georetaiy — John C. ScheipC 
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A. charter for the Society was obtained in April, 1849. 

The number who participated in the .election was over one 
hundred ; several of these, however, withdrew unconditionally/ 
a part of whom joined another society* established about the 
same time, leaving sixty-two actual members only; but the 
number has increased every year to the present time, when the 
last report (1859-60) announces 277 "actual members," 4 "life 
members," and 16 "honorary members." By the annual report 
it appears that the assets of the funds of the Society amount to 
$19,556 93, .most of which is deposited in Savings Banks of 
the city, and loaned out at 7 per cent, interest. v

ruary last (who assume their respective positions on the 16th of

THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIBTY, OF NEW YORK. 

Its object — the cultivation and performance of Instrumental 
Music. Its members consist of Actual, Professional, Associate, 
Subscribing, and Honorary. Each Actual member is required 
to be a prc^essor of music, and an efficient performer on some 
instrument, and to pay, when elected, an initiation fee of $10, 
and an annual tax of $8. Frofassional members must be pro- 
fessors of music, and are entitled to admission to the public 
rehearsals and regular concerts of the Society, on the payment 
of $3 a year. Associate members have the same privileges as 
the Professional members, on the payment of $5 a year. Siib- 
scribing members are entitled to three tickets to each regular 
concert, on the payment of $10 a year. Honora/ry members — 
a title conferred on eminent artists by a unanimous vote of the 
Actual members — are entitled to admission to all the rehearsals 
and concerts.

♦The "New York Musical Mutual Protection Society," which, how- 
ever, united amicably with the American Musical Fund Society/' in 
1860-~thu8 adding to the latter more than one hundred and thirty mem- 
bers, and $4,863 90 to ita ftinds. 
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The Board of X>ireotoi«« composed of the eleren officers of 
Society chosen annually in May, select from the Actual mem* 
bers at least sixty-six, who constitute the reguta/t orchestra te 

the season. 

Four or five concerts and eight or ten rehearsala ace given 

each year — from November to April. 

Soon after the last rpgular concert of eacli season, the Board 
of Directors are required to divide among the members of the 
regular orchestra all the funds remaining in the iiands of the 
Treasurer. 

This Society has boen in existence nineteen years, having been 
organized in September, 1842. Its organization grew out of the 
earnest zeal and indefatigable exertions of a small number of the 
profession ; among whom may be mentioned the names of U. C. 
Hill, D. Walker, and others. The Board of Officers for 1844, 
consisted of U. C. Hill, pres't; Geo. Loder, v. pres't; Wm. C. 
Scharfenberg, secV: A. Dod worth, treas'r; James L. Ensign, 
libr'n ; A. Boucher and H. C. Timm, assistants. In 1 844 the 
number of Actual members was G3. In 1860, the number was 
1670 — distributed thus: — Actual Members (the orchestra), SO; 
Non-performing. 11; Honorary Members, 23; Associate Mem- 
bers, 1264; Professional Members, 250; Subscribing Mem- 
bers, 36.

THS N^W YORK HANDEL AND HAYDN SOGISXY 

Was an association tliat at one time had considerable notori- 
ety and a largo number of worthy members.

When it was dissolved some of 
those who had belonged to it, and other persons, formed a aew 
society, which they named the

Is an associatioLi of gx'ntlemen — not necessarily performers— 
who select ev^ery year from their own niunV)er a Board of Di- 
rectors, and tins Board arrange for four or live public concerts, 
and ten or twelve rehearsals. TJie performers are the best that 
can be procured, aud are liberally paid for their services. It 
will be perceived that it is diO'erentiy managed from the New 
York Piiilharmonic The concerts and rehearsals are given in 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music, located on Montague street, 
between Court and Clinton streets.

Wherever the English language is spoken the name of the 
Boston Handel and Haydn Society is familiar, and had we space 
it could be profitably de^'oted to giving details of ita operations 
since its organization in 1815, 

This Society, as its act of incorporation declares, was origin- 
all}- intended to bo devoted to the cultivation of sacred music^ 
and this, it is believed, has still been its purpose. It is proba* 
bly the most efficient organizatioa of its kmd in the country. 

" When this Society was first organized and for a long period 
of years thereafter," says the report of tiie Secretary last year, 

it was the only channel throng wluch the great works of the 
greatest composers [Handel, Haydn, and olhers], Chat have ever 
lived, ocmld be oonveyed to the Mrs of the pfubUc; and the con- 
sequence waa that it met with, very oonsiderable suooess, pe- 
cuniarily, in its puWc performances, and enjoyed a degree of 
popularity unexampled in the history of any similar assodatioa, 
here or elsewhere. Its concerts were thronged with the elUe dt 
the dty ; and there it was that Ae great seored compositiODa 
referred to above^ were heaid for the first time by a large ma* 
jority of those who frequented them. To this ffict may be at> 
vibuted, in no small degree, the high state of miisieal culture 
and appreciation which has always charaoteruBed our commiH 
nity." 

ThisSodetyisthe oldestoneof its kind in the world. There 
was one in Germany organbsed iit 1812, but it was dissolved 
during the year 1860.

^ In Baltimore, Cincinnati, and other large cities and towns 
possessing musical ability and taste, there are numerous flour- 
ishing societies. Tliroif^^^hont the State of New York and the 
New England States, towns and even villages of a tliousand in- 
habitants have musical societies, but the work of obtaining the 
necessary facts connected with tlieir operations involves time 
and immense labor, and we are obliged to defer giviug them in 
this edition. W ill parties interested please favor us with the 
facts ? 



The German Stn-ging Societies. — Ttiese Societies are organ- 
ized in the principal cities of the Union — New York alone hav- 
ing about 30 of them. Once every year they assemble at some 
city fixed upon the previous year, where they hold their grand 
"Saengerfest.'* Last year the festival wa,s held at Butfalo, N. 
Y- ; this year, in June, the festival will be held in New York 
City. 

We have made laborious elTorts to obtain the names of the 
officers of each of these societies, but the gentlemen to whom 
we applied could, probably, see no advantage in giving their 
own names, or, perhaps, wore jealous of giving those of other 
persons ; and after being baffled many times we have postponed 
our inquiries, but hope, before our next edition is issued, to And 
more accommodating members of these societies than those 
whom thus far it has been our fortune to meet 



Music Halls. — There are in most large American cities first 
class Music tlalls, mainly devoted to the production of the high- 
est species of musical composition. 

The Academy, of Music m New York, on B. 14th street cor- 
ner of Irving place, is a building capable of accommodating 
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• four or five thousand auditors. It is occupied about eiglit 
months of the year by ItaUan Opera Companies. The New 
York Philharmonic Society gives its concerts and rehearsals in . 
this house. Oratorios and lectures are also given liere» It is 
owned by an association of gentlemen, and is mana^g^ by a 
Board of Directors. 

The Brooklyn Academy of Music, erected during 1860^ is a 
similar building, accommodating about as many people, and is 
designed to accomplish the same object as the New York Acad- 
emy of Music. It is also owned and managed in a sim'dar man- 
ner. It is located on Montague, between Court and Clinton 
streets. 

There is an Academy of Music in Philadelphia, and another, 
wo believe, in Boston ; each having a similar object to acccom- 
plish to the one in New York. 

In Philadelphia there are also two Music Halls — one call<^d 
tlie Hall of the Musical I'und Society, the other the Ihmdel and 
Haydn Society Hall; the latter is located at J^o. 533 N. 8th 
Bticet. 

In Cincinnati, Pike's Opera House is the name given to one 
of the finest architectural ornaments of that city, situated on 
Fourth street. It has a large and splendid auditorium specially 
designed and used for operas, concerts, lectures, etc.
